‘The Houfe already 
faw by che copy of this ‘Treaty on the table, that 
the fub{dy, was .for 12,900 men, and the. annual 
payment about 36.coo!., On thofe two confidera- 
tions, the ovmber of the men and the expence of 
the fabfidy, che Eloufe could as well jadge froma 
Written document as a printed one, and. he confe- 
quently could not bat look om the motion as perfect- 
ly unoeceflary, 

Mr Jalife would not admit, thar the general 
flatemenr of the tendency, and objects of the T'rea- 
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foadd in it many matters.ahat called for the molt fe- 
rious deliberation before. the whole of the Treary 
ought ro receive the fan@ion of Pailiamént, and as 
he faw no reafon why gentlemen ‘hould not have an 
Opportunity of reading it in priaty he fhould .perfitt 
in his motion. ' 

The motion was negatived without a divifion. 

Norirication oF THE Court or France. 

Mr Fox faid, that notwithitanding the obdjec- 
tion made by the Right Hon. Gentleman (the 
Chancellor of the Exchequer) a few days ago, he 
could not but itill think it abfolutely neceflary thar 
the Notification of the Court of France, of its 
intention ta interfere by force in fupport of thofe 
who had, ufurped the Government of Holland, 
which had beea {tated in his Majelty’s Speech as 
the caufe of the warlike preparations made by tus 
country fhould be laid before the Hopfe

aahanehehon satnnne neni wyeo-jnage of the propriet 

of the fteps purfued by Government in confequence 
of fach Notification. Mr Fox faid, that, parlia- 
mientary fpeaking, tle Houfe had not any proof 
before them, that sux Court of France had ever no- 
tified its intention to fupport the ufurpers of the 
Government in Holland ; but on the contrary, a- 
mong the documents at prefent in their poflefion, 
they had a [tate paper (the Counter-Declaration) 
direétly and exprefsly declaring, that France never 
had it at any time in her ‘intention to fuccour the 
party, commonly called the French party, in Hol- 
Jand. If, therefore, a copy or an extract of the 
difpatch or paper, conveying the Notification of the 
Court of France, was not put upon the table, their 
information, as a ground of parliamentary proeeed- 
ing, would be lamentably incomplete and imperfect. 
In fact, they would be called upon to pronounce 
their approbation of the late martial preparations, 
and of the expences thereby incurred, while the on- 
ly evidence they were permitted or enabled to judge 
from, contained a broad and grofs declaration, that 
there never had exifted a reafon for thofe prepara- 
tions, asd that declaration folemaly made in a pu- 
blic inftrument. With regard to the difficulty of 
procuring a copy of the Notification in queltion, 
from the cireumitance of the difpatch in which it 
was conveyed having been made through the 
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 Freneh Minifters here to the Secretary of State, it 


was well known to all acquainted with the Secreta- 
ry of State’s Office, that there was fuch a thing as a 
verbal infinuation in writing ({trange as the terms of 
the exprefliion might appear) of that fort of com- 
municarion, that always .remained in the Office.—~ 
Nor was it to be contended that no copy remained, 
becaufe the difpatch had been merely read to the 
Secretary of Strate, fince his Majefty’s Minifters 
wocli fcarcely wiih to have it imagined that they 
tearfaSed the public bufinefs in fo loofe a manner, 
hs to fu Ter any communication of importance to reft 
éa fo tranfient a ciccumfance asthe fidelity of their 





recolleion, of the terms in which it had beea 
made ; undoubred!y a nore was taken of every No- 
tification that was made perfonally, and that note, 
mutt neceffarily remain in the office. Convineed of 
thele particulars, and upon repeated confideration, 
more than ever confirmed in his opinion, rhat. ¢t- 
ther a copy of the difpatch, conveying the Notifica- 
tion of the Court of France, or an extragt from it, 
ought to be before the Houfe, Mr Fox faid, he 
would make a motion upon the fubject. He accord- 
ingly moved, 
© That an humble Addrefs be prefented to hts 
‘ Majelty, thar he will be graciouily pleafed to 
“ give dire@ions, that there be laid before this 
© Houfe copies or extracts of the Notitication of 
“ the Court of France, of the intention of the Mott 
“© Chriftian King to interfere refpeéting the Affairs 
with Holland.” 

The Chancellor of the Exchequer faid, that he was 
under a neceflity of giving his negative to the motion, 
and that not only the fubftance, but even the form 
and terms of it were objeMiosable. He contended 
again‘t any neceflity whatfoever for the Houfe to be 
in poffzifion of the exact copy of the Notification in 
quettion, and having been already informed by. the 
Speech, that fuch a Notification had beea made, 
there could be no argument offered in fupport of 
fuch a motion, unlefs there exilted a doubt of the 
fact of fuch a Notification having been made, for the 
form and manner of it was certainly not of futhicient 
importance to warrant the interference which Par 
liament were now called upoato afflume. Thewvery 
terms of the motion rendered it inadimiffable, for it 
was not to be fuppofed that the moit Chriftian King 
had nouified, in exprefs terms, ** That he was de- 
terminéd 10 fupport thofe who had u/s peJ the yo- 
vernment of Holland.” On the contrary, it had 
been only ftated, ** ‘That his Moft Chriftian Maje- 
fty having been applied to by the fubfitting govern- 
ment of Holland for aflitance and fuccour, he had 
promifed to comply with their requeft.”* Now, al 
though the King of France bad not defcribed thofe 
perfons as ufurpers, yet they were fo confidered by 
the King of Great Britain and his Miniiters, and as 
fuch deferibed in his Majefty’s Speech. Neither 
had the King of France exprets!y declared, ** That 
he would interfere in the internal concerns of the 
United States, by firce ;” bat he had notified that 
the S:ares of Holland having, on the approach 
of the Pruflian army, applied for afiitance, againft 
that armament, he had. determined to afford them 
aiiitince, a meafure which, though not a direé 
interference in the internal concerns of the Pro- 
vinces, appeared to his Maje!ty’s fervants as one 
which mull eventually have made a material effet on 
their internal concerns ; ia confeqacace of which, 
they direéted their operations accordingly. Bar 

‘thote were not rhe only objections to the motion ; 
for the very fubilance of it was perfe@ly inad- 
mifible. This he proved, by explaining to the 
Houfe. what the nature of the difpatch was, ia 
which the Notification in queition was conveyed. — 
The Notification bad been, he faid, literally a ver. 
bal infinuation, but not in writing; for no copy of 
it had at firft been taken, though afterwards, his 
Male ty san Siniheth tat abairs Grtibedowite fe4 
ajultification of the manner propofed to be adopted, or 
at leait an attempt to juftify it; and an anfwer was 
returned to it of a finilar defcription, containing ar- 
gumeats and reafonings, calculated to overturn thofe 
which were offered in the Notification. | Now,- he 
afked, Would any gentleman who believed that fuch 
a Notification had abfolutely beea made, (aod no 
perfon had ever fuggefted a doubt of it) and who 
did not propofe to ialtitute any criminal enqairy in- 
to the conduct of Minitters, refpecting the late pre- 
parations (and of thofe the approbation feemed to 
be univerial) would any gentleman with, merely for 
euriofity, to bring forward an enquiry into. the cir- 
cumitances of a controverfy which, though now 
happily terminated, had been. near involving the 
Crowns of France and Great Britain in a war? On 
the whole, he did not think i? even an saaae 
earns yy OUT certainly not a ufeful or neceflary, inye- 
ftigation ; and on that ground he thould give his ne- 
gative to the motion. 

Mr Fox periifted in his former pofition, that the 
Houfe ought to have the paper in queftion ‘before 
them, declariag that a general mention of any fat 
in bis Majelty’s Speech was "by mo means ground 
for the Houfe to proceed upon. With regard to 
doubiing the truth of any intimation conveyed in the 
Speech from the Throne, he was far from hinting 
at fuch a doubr, or indeed from giving an opinion 
either one way or the other upon the fubjedt ; but 
the Houfe had an undoubted right to habe it in 
their power to form theit own judgment, not only 
of the truth of every important public occurrence, 
bat on the reafoning that refulted from its nature 
and circumitances, and this argument applied to-all 
matters that came before them, refpecting which it 
was cuftomary to lay papers upon the table. Mr 
Fox put the cafe in different points of view and con- 
tended, that without a fight of the f{pecifick terms 
of the Notification, very different conclufions might 
be drawn from the fact as fuggefted in his Majelty’s 
Speech, and ia fome views, of it, reafonable ground 
might be taken for judging the preparations to have 
been unneceflary, at lealt with regard to their ex- 
tent and expence. For initance, if the Court of 
France had merely meant to fupport the Fretth par- 
ty in Holland, as it was called, ty exerting her in- 
fluence with the King of Prufiia, by mediation, 
by any of the various other means in her power, in- 
dependent of an interference in the affairs of Hol- 
land by force, furely then it would not be contended 
that the nation need to have been pnt to fo much 
expence.. Mr Fox difplayed his ufual ingenuity in 
the courfe of his reafoning, but declared des’ he 
did not mean to prefs the matter to a divifion, 

The Motion was negatived. 

The Houle rofe at Five o’clock. 


Tuespay, Dee. 4. 
Mr Morton, from the Eat India

Mr Grewville called the atrention of the Houfe 
to a fabjet of no inconfideradle national importance, 
viz. The Sitwation of the [rade between she ports 
of the United States of America, and his Majetty’s 
fabjeéts in the ifland of Newfoundland, ia the arti 
cles of bread; ‘flour, Indian corn, and live frock, to 
b» imported in noue bat Britith-built thips, actually 
belonging to British fubjects, and navigated according 
tolaw. Mr Grenville reminded the Houfe of the 
exitting Mature for the regulation of this trade, and 
urged the necefity of coniinving it, declaring that 
he was happy to be able to affure the Houfe,that the 
trade in queltion had increafed and profpered beyond 
all reafonab'e expectations, to the manife(t advantage 
of Newfoundland. His with therefore was, that 
the trade fhould be coatipued on its prefent condi- 
tions, He obferved, that when the bill had been 
originally introduced into that Houfe, its duration 
had been limited to the period of a fingle year; and 
it had at the time been confidently afferted, that 
Newfoundland could not poflibly exilt without a free 
and unreftrained trade to Americas and that, io 
coufequeace of the peace, the Bricith Frthery on the 
Banks of Nefoundland muft be torally annihilated. 
"Phis having been the argument of that day, Mr 
Grenville faid, it gave him fingular pleafure to have 
it in his power to pronounce, that from the evidence 
of three years faccefsful experience, the reverfe of 
the prediction had been verified. The Britifh New- 
foandiand Fithery not only {till exifted, buat had 
profpered under a politick reftraint and prudent li- 
mitation of- its trade, infomuch that our Newfound- 
land Fifhery never had been fo flourithing as it was 
at the prefent period. His affertion:, he was happy 
toadd, were corroborated and confirmed by the ad- 
vices of Admiral Ellior, the Britihh Commander on 
the Newfoundland ftation. Having ftated thefe 
preliminaries, Mr Grenville faid, the exifting (tatute 
would expire in the courfe of the prefent feflion, and 
as upon its lat time of paling, it had been thought 
right to continue it for two years, he conceived it 
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of the war. ‘Phe quantity of fith taken, had alfo 
been iacreafed in an equal proportion. In fact, ‘tlie 
fuccefs of the Britith Fithery had increafed, and (till 
was increaling in the molt rapid manner, while the 
finery of France had hitherto declined, and ftill 
cootiaued to decline in almo(t a proporrionable ratio. 
No: more than 7000 Britith feamen had been -em- 
ployed in the fihery in 17855 but in the year 1787 
the number enfployed was 14,000: whereas the 
French had employed 7090 feamen ia this trade ia 
1736 3 but, in 1787, the number had decreafed to 
fomewhat below 6200. In 1786, the French took 
426,090 quintals of fith; in the prefent year, 
123,000 quintals was the fullamount of their ta- 
king. Oa the contrary, in the year 1735, the 
Britith Fithers took only 470,002 quintals ; but, in 
the prefent year, they had taken 732,000. Mr 
Creoville drew arguments from thefe material fads, 
to (hew the obvious importance of the Newfound- 
land Fithery Trade, which he ftated to be of the 
highelt valug and confequence to the kingdom, as 
well with regard to the manufacturing intere(ls of 
Great Britain, as to its grand and mot intereltina 
charaMeriftic, that of being a conftant and effeatial 
nurfery for Britith feamen. Before he fat down, 

Mr Greénville moved, that the act of the 26th 
Geo. ILI. cay. 1. might be read, which having been 
read by the Clerk, . 

Mr Grenville moved, ** That the Houfe do im- 
mediately refolve itfelf into a Committee of the 
whole Houfe, to confider of the faid a@.” 

Mr Rofe took the Chair, and, after a (hort time, 
reported, thar the Committee had dire@ed him to 
make a motion, and which was as follows, viz.

She reg lying in the negative, he then in- 
formed her, that he was the man fhe had robbed ‘a 
week before of eight. guineas and an half, and that 
Mh id oe immodiacale coucn the manese—ho 
power to comply with his requclt, he intlancly pla 
ced her head between his knees, and after cutting 
ber throat, he then completly fevered her head from 
her body. He was foon ufter fecared and caken be- 
fore a Juttice of the Peace, where he related the 
whole itory himfelf, without concealing any part of 
the butinefs.
